A man who died after a fight on a train, 
sparking a murder investigation, phoned 
his mum the night before in tears. 

Warsame Warsame, known as Sammy, 
was found unconscious on a train at 
Raynes Park station on Saturday, on the 
1.16pm Waterloo to Chessington service. 

He died two days later in St George’s Hos¬ 
pital after falling into a coma. 

Police are investigating whether he died 
of injuries sustained in the fight - which 
took place about 45 minutes earlier on a 
different train between Raynes Park and 
Wimbledon - or if it was caused by a pre¬ 
existing medical condition. 

Mr Warsame, 24, needed regular dialysis 
ever since he was bottled repeatedly inside 
a Kingston nightclub in 2007. 

Referring to the phone call, his mother 
Basra Warsame, from Gloucester Road, 
Norbiton, said: “All he was saying was ‘I’m 
sorry, I’m sorry, forgive me’. He said it six 
times. Then the telephone went dead.” 

Mr Warsame, a music-loving rapper who 
used the name DJ Instant, was living at 
Surbiton YMCA at the time of his death. 

Postmortem examination results were 
due as the Kingston Guardian went to 
press. Police were also examining CCTV. 

Detective Superintendent Gary Richard¬ 
son said: “What we know at this stage is 
Sammy was involved in an incident before 
he died, and while we work to establish the 
cause of death we are appealing for anyone 
with information to come forward.”

Army and Little Britain, said: 
“They told us the previous cruise 
had norovirus. They should never 
have allowed 3,012 passengers on 
board knowing there was 
norovirus on board from the pre¬ 
vious cruise. 

“They delayed letting us board 
while they cleaned the ship. This 
took them five hours - a 120,000 
tonne ship. It is impossible to 
cleanse a ship of that size in that 
time.”

I am concerned they are allowed 
to get away with it. People need to 
know about it.” 

The couple, who have been mar¬ 
ried for more than 40 years, 
planned the holiday to visit St 
Mary’s Church in Sydney, which 
Mrs Wilkinson’s ancestor helped 
to build, but were too sick to enjoy 
it on the day. 

A spokeswoman for Royal 
Caribbean International said she 
was sorry to hear about the cou¬ 
ple’s illness on board, but said 
that enhanced cleaning had taken 
place ahead of the cruise. 

She said: “We are unable to state 
if Mr Wilkinson experienced 
norovirus during his cruise as he 
did not visit the on-board doctor 
or seek any medical advice dur¬ 
ing his cruise. 

“Our hygiene procedures on¬ 
board are comprehensive, always 
strictly adhered to and go beyond 
the recommended guidelines.”

The Liberal Democrats have 
announced their prospective 
Parliamentary candidate for 
Richmond Park and North 
Kingston at the 2015 general 
election.

It was the first time the 
party had lost the seat since 
the constituency was formed 
in 1997 and won by Jenny 
Tonge. 

Mr Meltzer said: “It is never 
nice to lose a seat, but there is 
still a lot of goodwill for the 
work Susan and Jenny did in 
the past. 

“I think we are in with a 
good chance, but the first big 
challenge is the 2014 local 
elections. 


“We need to retain Kingston 
for the Lib Dems and take con¬ 
trol of Richmond. 

“We are very excited and up¬ 
beat about what we are going 
to do.” 

Mr Meltzer said his true pas¬ 
sion was education, and he 
wanted to meet young people 
to discuss their futures. 

He said: “I went to a compre¬ 
hensive school and I won a 
place at Cambridge.

No council tax freeze 


Council tax in Kingston will rise 
by 1.99 per cent in April, after Lib¬ 
eral Democrats defeated Conserva¬ 
tive proposals to freeze the tariff 
for another year. 

The 2013-14 budget, which in¬ 
cluded a 52p a week hike for resi¬ 
dents in band D properties, was 
passed at a full council meeting 
last Tuesday. 

The increase - which equates to 
about £27 a year - comes after the 
council refused the Government’s 
financial offer to freeze the tax for 
another year. 

Presenting the budget, Council¬ 
lor Rolson Davies, lead member for 
finance and resources, blamed the 
Government’s austerity pro¬ 
gramme for the council’s decision. 

He said: “Local government has 
been subject to the biggest spend¬ 
ing cuts in any Government sector, 
and we are expecting ever dimin¬ 
ishing resources.” 

But the budget was opposed by 
members of the Conservative

party, who proposed an amend¬ 
ment calling for the council to 
freeze the tax for another year by 
drawing £682,000 from the authori¬ 
ty’s reserve funds. 

But the Tories’ plans were 
thwarted by the Liberal Democrat 
majority, who voted against the 
amendment by 25 votes to 19. 

Conservative leader Howard 
Jones, who had to leave the meet¬ 
ing early to attend a family matter, 
said afterwards: “The administra¬ 
tion fails to see that people in 
Kingston are finding things finan¬ 
cially very difficult. 

Coun Andrew Day said: “They 
have got reserves that I think 
would cover another year’s freeze. 
If they had done certain things 
years ago they would not be in the 
mess they are in now.” 

Conservatives have called for a 
referendum on the council’s tax 


rise, accusing the ruling Lib Dems 
of “democracy dodging”. 

Kingston Council raised the tax 
by 1.99 per cent, just short of the 
2 per cent threshold that would 
automatically trigger a public vote 
on the matter. 

Now Tory member Richard Hud¬ 
son has launched an online peti¬ 
tion calling for the decision to go to 
public vote. 

By the time the petition closes in 
July it will be two months after 
residents have begun paying the 
increased rate, Coun Hudson said 
the purpose was to prove how un¬ 
popular the council’s decision is. 

He said: “The unnecessary 1.99 
per cent planned rise in council tax 
is set at a level blatantly and cyni¬ 
cally aimed at avoiding a 
democratic say on the rise. 

“This is a morally bankrupt ad¬ 
ministration, out of ideas and out 
of time.” 

So far, more than 700 people have 
signed the petition.

Volunteers plug gap 
after cuts to legal aid

Residents who will no longer re¬ 
ceive legal aid from April may ben¬ 
efit from a new scheme aiming to 
counteract the Government cuts. 

Kingston’s Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau (KCAB) will be training vol¬ 
unteers to plug the gap left by a 
24 per cent reduction in its fund¬ 
ing, which will mean pulling legal 
aid for certain benefits and debt 
cases from April. 

Pippa Mackie, chief executive of 
KCAB said: “Let us say you are 
somebody who has got a health 
condition, but you go for a medical 
that says you can work. You can 
become very stressed hearing you 
have to go out and earn a living. 

“At the moment we would be 
able to help you using our welfare 
service, but in future, if 
you have that problem you 
cannot get legal aid for it.” 

The bureau last year helped 
about 55 people a week. About 22 
of these needed information over 
the phone or a factsheet. 

About 33 received case work 
from an adviser. About 10 of those 
required specialist help from the 
legal team. 

KCAB predicts in the first few 
months after April it will be able 
to help five fewer people a week. It 


hopes to work at 91 per cent of its 
current rate by the second quarter 
of the year. 

Michelle Seaward, client ser¬ 
vices manager at KCAB, said: 
“Within the year we hope to be 
able to see about 21 per cent more 
clients thanks to the volunteers.” 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman 
said it believed legal aid was an es¬ 
sential part of the justice system, 
but it was aware the UK’s legal aid 


service costs taxpayers about 
£2bn a year. 

He said: “We recognise the ad¬ 
vice sector plays an important role 
in the legal system and we have re¬ 
cently made available £65m in 
funding for eligible organisations, 
including CABs.” 

The cuts coincide with changes 
in the law that will affect those on 
benefits.

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‘Revenge’ for Raven’s Ait eviction

Squatters who were booted off 
an island in the Thames four 
years ago were reaping their 
“revenge” on Kingston Coun¬ 
cil when they started a new 
squat, the leader has said. 

They pitched a tent next to 
the town’s historic coronation 
stone last Tuesday afternoon 
and claimed to be the same 
group as the one on Raven’s 
Ait island, Surbiton, in 2008. 

They had taken over empty 
sheltered housing in Waters 
Square, Norbiton, which has 
been a “ghost town” since the 
council closed the run-down 
estate relocating its remain¬ 
ing residents last August. 

A court ruling at Kingston 
County Court on Wednesday 
last week called for the squat¬ 
ters to be evicted forthwith. 

At the hearing, squatter Mr 
Mags said they had taken over 
the abandoned housing in 
protest of what happened to 
its former residents. 

Dressed in jeans, a brown 
blazer and multi-coloured 
scarves, Mr Mags shuffled pa¬ 
pers and forgot to turn off his 
radio at the hearing. 

He said: “I haven’t got a 
proper defence. My computer 
crashed last night. 

“Not everything is kosher. 
That’s the only reason why we 
are there. None of us need 


anywhere to live - that’s not 
the point of this. I am really 
sickened by what happened to 
the people that lived there.” 

But prosecutor Ian Peacock 
told the courtroom the 
former residents of Waters 
Square had been relocated 
and even received a £4,700 
payout. 

Leader of Kingston Council 
Councillor Derek Osbourne 


said: “These things are always 
inconvenient because it costs 
public money - but they do 
not care about that. 

“They see it as taking on the 
council. They don’t see that 
every penny we spend is a cost 
to the local resident. 

“We received an email from 
their lawyer saying it’s all ‘re¬ 
venge’ for when we kicked 
them off Raven’s Ait.” 


Sheltered housing at Waters 
Square was closed to build 
homes to make a dent in the 
housing waiting list, but the 
council cannot complete a 
deal with Thames Valley 
Homes until the land is 
secured. 

Zvaar Shahid, who lives in 
Cambridge Road with a gar¬ 
den overlooking Waters 
Square, said: “I noticed them 


about two or three weeks ago. 
There are about five or six of 
them. They hang out outside 
and they have a moped and a 
bike. 

“They do look a bit rough 
but they haven’t disturbed 
us.” 

The council was expected to 
go to the High Court for a pos¬ 
session order as this newspa¬ 
per went to press. 


Drug man 
had stake 
in company 

A cocaine addict whose 
nose collapsed after heavy 
use of the drug was the 
main shareholder of a 
Kingston-based security 
company before he was 
jailed. 

James Brown, 45, was 
jailed in September after 
police found cocaine in the 
Bentley of the 24/7 Securi¬ 
ty shareholder. 

Illegal guns including a 
pistol were also found in 
his hotel room in Swansea. 

According to company re¬ 
ports the new major share¬ 
holder of 24/7 Security is a 
Sarah Jayne Brown. 

Last month the Kingston 
Guardian revealed the com¬ 
pany could have been put 
in charge of running a 
boxing club from the 
Cambridge estate before 
plans fell through 18 
months ago. 

Last month ex-24/7 Secu¬ 
rity boss Alex Allen, 49, 
was sentenced to five years 
in prison for possessing 
guns, ammunition and CS 
gas. 

His brother David Geof¬ 
frey Allen now runs the se¬ 
curity company. 

The Gladstone Road- 
based company refused to 
comment.

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Woman caught partner 
with child porn images

A woman called the police after 
she caught her partner ogling 
pornographic photos of children. 

The 49-year-old from Chiswick, 
walked into the room as her 
boyfriend of two years was looking 
at photographs of young girls on 
his computer at the Kingston 
home he shared with his mother in 
Milner Road. 

Thomas McHugh, 42, denied 
eight counts of downloading inde¬ 
cent photographs or pseudo pho¬ 
tographs of children, but was 
found guilty and sentenced at Isle- 
worth Crown Court last Monday. 

He was spared jail and given a 
one-year suspended sentence with 
his name to appear on the sex of¬ 
fenders register for seven years. 

His ex-girlfriend, a teacher, who 
reported him to police in 2011, said: 
“I came into the room and saw him 
looking at young children having

sex with an adult. I was very upset. 

“They were extremely young lit¬ 
tle girls. I know that he knew I had 
seen. I was scared. I started to tail 
the relationship off.” 

The woman, who took to the 


witness stand against her former 
lover, said after the case: “The 
most difficult thing was I loved 
him. I was treated for bereavement 
counselling - it was very confus¬ 
ing. He was utterly charming.” 

McHugh, who now lives in St 
George’s Wharf, Lambeth, and 
who grew up in a Catholic family, 
had previously been married and 
helped raise a young girl, she said. 

He spent time at swimming pools 
and health clubs and met his for¬ 
mer partner at Hogarth Health 
Club. 

She said: “I am a bit older. He 
seemed really nice. He was single, 
educated and had a really good job. 
It makes sense. He would always go 
on about how much older I was to 
him. The whole relationship was 
about age. The most alarming 
thing is he is not the kind of guy 
you would think was a paedo.” 

She also revealed how her expe¬ 
rience had left her unable to trust 
people.
